Dominion Politics. 



Now that Britten Columbia constitutes 
the PaciaoProviaoo of the Dominion, 
Canadian politics have bocome to be an 
affair in which wo have apersonal interest, 
and to tho study of which it becomes the 
duty of our people to apply themselves. 
The people of this Province do not, as 
ft general th.Dg, read Canadian papers 
to any great extent, and this oiroam- 
stance ronderB it all the more neoe- 
BBar y that the local prtBB Bhould 
plaoe the political issuos of tho day 
fairly before the public, in order that 
they may tho bettor bo enabled to ex- 
eroiso their franchise intelligently in 
ohOBing members to represent them at 
Ottawa. Tho first difficulty that must 
meet the student of Canadian politics 
is that of discovering any legitimate 
ground ot difference between the Gov- 
ernment party and tho Opposition or 
Grit party. Looking at the tactics of 
tho latter, wo havo not been able to 
discover any political principles in reg- 
peot of which that doubtless very formi- 
dable party have been enabled to join 
issuo with the Government. On every 
great question of reform tho Govern- 
ment party havo not afforded tho Oppo- 
sition an opportunity to gain mooh upon 
them, and there does not appear to be a 
single question of importance upon 
whioh the Opposition has dared to oon«, 
front the Government, so completely 
havo the latter been in harmony with 
tho most advanced popular eontiment of 
the country. Watching closely and 
with considerable interest tho taotioa of 
both parties, we havo been led to con- 
clude that, in so far as political principles 
are conoorned, tho chief difference con- 
sists in the fact that tho one is in power 
and the other wants to bo in power. Id 
ordor to gain their poiot, it must be ad- 
mitted that the Opposition have proved 
themselves to be more unscrupulous than 
patriotic They havo shown themselves 
willing to turn around and repudiate 
theirown dootrinos — denounce measures 
they had long and with apparent sincer- 
ity advocated, and for no oiher con- 
ceivable objoct than that of gaining 
power. In truth it appears to us that 
tho present Opposition occupies a lower 
ground than any previous influential 
political party bus ever done in Canada. 
In 1805-66 tho two parlies were brought 
together, mainly through the instru. 
montality of the Hon Alexander Mor- 
ris, for tho truly gra D d and patnotio 
purpose of carrying into effect the 
Bchemo of ConfederutioD. A coalition 
Government was formod for that pur- 
poso, and tho Hon Georgo Brown, us 
the acknowledged loader of tho Oppo- 
sition occupied a prominent position in 
the cabinet which bad Sir John A Mac- 
donold for its head. It was not long 
however, before M.r Brown flow off at a 
tangoul and left the Cabinet, In an ex- 
ceeding ill humor, Toe occasion of tho 
disruption has nevor been fully ex- 
plained; but Mr Brown is not excessive- 
ly scrupulous, and it is not unfair to pro 
sumo that it an explanation of tho 
causes of his ungcaooful retirement 
would have redounded to his personal 
glory it would not havo been so relig- 
iously withheld from the public It was 
well nndorstood, howover, that ho did 
not rotire upon joy groat political prin- 
ciple, and to retire upon anything less 
under tho ^iroumBtances was scarcely 
oroditublo to Mr Brown. It is some- 
thing (ojbia credit, however, and wo de- 
siro to do hitn (nil justice, that although 
willing to retire from tho coalition Gov- 
ernment before the grand objeot of its 
creation was completed, lie desisted for some 
time from offurinpf that Government any ac- 
tive open opposition. Whether his temporary 
retirement iroui active political life wag really 
a moritoriou3 act on his part or not wo do 
not pretend to lodge; but we will at halt be 
charitable, onouRU to give him the full bsnefit 
of the doubt, liut if ilr Urown at first hoiU 
tated to offer active opposition to ft cause 
which be bad deserted and betrayed, it is to 
bo regretted that time has completely removed 
bis scruples, for wo havo seen him recently 
putting iortu his most herculine efforts to 
frustrate the great echome. British Column 
bians will not easily forgot tho attitude of 
the Ontario Opposition during the last session 
of Parliament, upon tho proposition to ex* 
tend tho Dominion to the Pacific. On that 
occasion Mr Browu and his ps.rty were found 
willing to sacrifice every principle of 
tueir political lives, oven endanger the 
new empire, in order to gain 
oilice. On that occasion they wore loond 
opposing moat the very scheme they bed been 
advodftlicg roost, apparently iu tbo vsio 
bone ol overthrowing a Ministry whose 
greatest eiu consisted in honestly, earnestly 
andfltioce P slull> currying out that Confed- 
eration which Mr Brown himself bad five 
years bofote sworn to carry oat. Then, 
again, look ut toe position of ibo same par- 
ty in relation to the Treaty of Washington. 
Look at the lono of tho Globe and its eatel- 
litea— bow the Ministers ar« pnnued day 
after day and week alier week with Ibo most 
puerile nonsense, how thoir every act is mis. 
iepresenlod, ihoir overy moiivo misjudged, 
their overy Jword misquoted. It is but too 
evident that tho Opposition would be pre- 
pared to subordinate everything, even tho 
Baloty of the Empire, to a deBiro for office. 
Thus it If eoou how contemptible In tho 
oyesofao outsider a political parly without 
anything bifelier than a deairo for office to 
stand upon must appear. A political party 
dilieiing upon noino giont prinoiple one can 
respect.; but a party held together by no 
more patriotic ties than a deBiro for office it 
j 8 diflioull to rospoot. We have aaid that 
the chief difference botween the two greal 
parties of the Dominion, so far as political 
principles are oonoernod, is that tho one ia 
fn office and the other wants to be in office-. 
• ■ ■ 



But there is this difference that the people of 
British Columbia should never lose sight if, 
Ia statecraft the party now in power cannot 
be equalled In the Dominion. The men now 
tit the belm of affaire would almost appear to 
have beon providentially raised up at the 
very moment they were needed to shape tbe 
destinies ol empire. And they have not 
only been enabled moet successfully to carry 
out to completion tho grandest scheme of 
tbe agej but they have been enabled to do it 
io eueh a way as to extort praiao and odi 
miration from surrounding nations. We 
bave oven see i tho press of the old ernpiro 
admonisbing its Ministers to take lessons in 
statecraft from the Ministers ol the new. It 
should be remembered, too, that this party 
has put forth its beBt>effort« and its utmost 
•trength in order to give British Colombia 
that proud position designed by nature in 
tbe new empire of North America. Remem- 
bering facta like these) British Colombia can 
not well be expected to have muob sympathy 
with the Ontario Opposit ion.

A OPRRESrONDENT CRITICISED— A GOOD WORD 
[From tho Boa Francisco ' Bulletin, 1 July 14 ] 

Editor Bullktin :— I observe in your is- 
buo of tbe 29th u!t a oomraqnioDtioc writ' 
tea from Victoria, British Columbia, which 
speaks very disparagiugly of a country in 
which it seems tba writur has been content 
to live rioce 1H62. The burden of bis com- 
munication, when siftod down, amounts 
simply to this : that British Columbia has 
bad its mining excitements ; that Viotoria 
prospered for a time and a reaction followed 
tho extraordinary rush in search of gold when 
it was ascertained 'that every enthusiastic 
visionary who followed tbe ignis falws conld 
not mako a fortune in n few da^a ; aud that 
rumors of new and riob gold fields in vorioo.9 
parts of tbe country still disturb Ibe calm 
serenity of tbe people and threaten to canso 
another mining exoitoment in search of the 
filthy lucre. 

loo bad that British Columbia should 
bavn her mining excitemonla, hur prosperity 
and decline, as though such things were pe- 
culiar to that country. If I were disposed 
to be captious I might allude to various dis- 
astrous mining excitements wbioh have ta- 
ken place in California, and not only to min- 
ing excitements, but to otboiz equally aa vi- 
sionary ; as witness tho hundred end one 
bomoutead schemes of San Francisco and 
other parts of the Htute, concocted by shrewd 
npeoulutorfl and cuuuiuir, land sharks for their 
own benefit, though ostonsibly for the bene- 
fit of tbo poor men ; to the lottery mania in 
violation of law and good morale ; to the 
wild speculation in cily lota ; to tbe monopo» 
ly of the public lands by monied mon aud 
soulless corporotioQ9,eto, all ol wbicb have 
bad or aro having their day of teaction — 
their Beaeon of subsidence and consequent 
lethargy. 

* * * Sun Franoisoo is mainly depends 
ent to-day aDd ever will he upon tbe mining 
interests not only of tho citato of Caliroioia 
but of tho whole Pacific const, and it would 
bo lound npon close inveetigalion that \Bri» 
tish Columbia, which your correspondent 
treats so contemptuously, has contributed in 
no small degree to her prosperity. For many 
years paat tbe Victoria trade was tbe lurgest 
foreign trade that San Francisco bad, and it 
is still considerable though her trade with 
China and Japan may at present exceed it, 
end we havo only to refer to tbe statistics ol 
gold daBt shipped from Victoria to San Fran- 
cisco by every steamer to see tJint tbe gold 
mines of British Columbia are fixed facts. 
The yield of gold Irom ibe Cariboo eoontry 
alone proves it to be no j humbug.' A very 
email portion of tbe country, compaiatively, 
has yet been prospected, but I will venture 
to say that in proportion to tho area prospeot- 
ed and worked, the yield of gold has been 
equal to, il it does not exceed, that of any 
equal area in California, Idaho or Nevada. 
The quartz interest in lhat ooantry — and it 
abounds in rich quattz veins— hos not yet 
been touched. Many yesis of California's 
history elapsed before her quartz mines as- 
sumed any importance; but they a o now 
rapiily beooming her chief dependence, 
while a hundred old mining tonus and nanips 
lullen luti decay attest that tho neuiuB ol 
change and vicissitudu, heto as well as at 
Victoria, bas perched upon the hill tops ond 
sits brooding over tbe desolation she has 
wrongbt. 

In Blinding to tbe mineral advantages ol 
British Columbia 1 soeak from observation 
and exneriooce, having several years ago 
explored a great portion of the country, both 
in the interior and on the ooaet. My minios 
experiesco since '49 has been varied and 
HXtonsivo in California, NuvuJj and Idaho, 
an well as in Britiih Columbia, und I do not 
hesitate to give it as my opinion tbut when 
as much attention und capital sliull have 
boen directed to thai country as bus been 
direc ed lo those it will be found to compare 
favorably with either^ ond h«lp to swell iho 
tribute which San Francisco, tba Queen of 
the Pacific, will always claim. 

I b ive no personal intero3t to puhsorve in 
thus addressing yoi, but am sc'aaied solely 
by the sp'ril ol fair f lay. Let us take brood 
cosmopolitan views ol (uch a matter ea tb'p. 
Sectional and natiunnl prejudices iu all ma'- 
lere pertaining to political ecoLOmy are ra- 
pidly giving place to mare liberal anil com- 
ptehennive viowa ol niu'Uul interests and t he 
tiue relationship of individuals, oomrnnnU 
ties and nations. A fair and honeat emula- 
tion is commendable, but putty jealouHles 
are to be despised.
